Living 
costs much less than it does in the 
chief cities of the United States; social 
entertainments are not led by rival ex- 
travagance; the moderate pace of life 
allows men of business to take some 
leisure without dropping out of the 
race. The dominant qualities of this 
English colonial community are com- 
fort, cheerfulness and solidity. — C. H.

The sight was selected by 
Payne himself before departing on 
his foreign mission, but he cover 
returned to enjoy the home of which 
he sang; and thus absolved from his 
vow of celibacy Mr. Talburtt after- 
ward married and himself occupied 
the new house, in which children were 
born to him, one of whom, still a res- 
ident of the village, is the mother of 
J. Harry Shannon, widely know x as 
the juvenile orator. But the chief 
point of interest is yet to be told, for, 
notwithstanding tho claim that “Home, 
Sweet Homo” was written in Tunis or 
in a London garret, the original man- 
uscript, in the handwriting of the 
illustrious author himself, and hearing 
his own interlineation, is still ic tbe 
possession of the family — Mr. Talfcurtt 
having died in 1S65— and it was on

An Attractive Mant Which la aa tJaefnl 
as It I* Ornamental. 

This plant is the ficus elastica of 
botanists, and, although tolerably well 
known as green-house, window or 
decorative plant at the principal rub- 
ber stores, it has not so very early a 
history, having been Introduced In Eu- 
rope in 1815. It is a native of the East 
Indias. The plant belongs to the fig 
family, all of which exclude, when 
wounded, a milky juice, with, of course, 
A fig for fruit, this one being about the 
sise of a cherry, and not edible. There 
are not loss than eighty known species 
distributed over a large part of the 
tropical world. 

Tbe India-rubber tree in its native 
fields attains the size of our sycamore, 
growing chiefly among decomposed 
rocks nnd vegetable matter over the 
declivities of mountains. It grows 
very rapidly wheu young, reaching, it 
is said, to tho height of twenty-four 
feet in four years, and with a trunk a 
| foot in diameter. The woll-known 
j India-rubber is tbe product of this 
| tree as found in India, but in South 



] America there are several trees from 



which it is obtained, but tho chief 
American tree is the Jatropha elastica. 
The namo. India-rubber, came from 
the discovery that the article was use- 
ful to remove marks of the ordinary 
lead pencil, and is mentioned by Dr. 
Priestly in his work on perspective 
printed In 1770, as having just been 
brought to his notice. The Indians of 
America gave the name cahuchu to the 
hardened juice, and from this our 
word caoutchouc is derived. 

The milk from which the rubber is 
made is extracted by making incisions 
through the bark to the wood, at 
tho distance ot a foot from each other, 
all around the trees, and even up to the 
top. After one course of tapping, the 
tree requires to rest a fortnight, when 
the process may be repeated. When 
the liquid is exposed to the air it be- 
comes a firm and elastic substance, 
fifty ounces of pure milky juice yield- 
ing about fifteen of clear gashed gum. 
This gum used to be known by the In- 
dian namo of caoutchouc, a veritable 
jaw-breaker ’ to the English tongue, 
and yet, in our boyhood days, when 
this now plentiful rubber was being 
introduced into sundry uses, that was 
its common name. 

For the manifold uses to which it is 
now put it is vulcanized. This was 
tho discovery of Goodyear, that at the 
: time made his name famous. It is al- 
1 so mixed with another product from 
an Indian tree, gutta percha, intro- 
l duced in the arts by Dr. Montgomery 
in 1843. This gum is the exact oppo- 
site of rubber it being non-elastic. 

The plant has large, glossy leaves, 

[ thick, oval and pointed. It is quite an 
attractive plant, particularly as a 
! specimen window plant, without others 
j near it. It stands the dry atmosphere 
| of a room well, and the leaves are 
! readily rid of all dust by simply sprny- 
i ing. Gardeners propagate their stock 
I from cuttings, which grow readily

I know of few more plcturesqu# 
Situations for a city than that of Mad- 
rid. Lying at an olovation of about 
1,500 feet above the level of the sea 
and in the neighborhood of a range of 
mountains which, even in summer, 
are crowned with snow, the capital of 
Spain is partly encircled by the ro- 
mantic Manzanares, which flows closd 
to the city walls. 

Madrid is rapidly divesting itself of 
Its Moorish character and three- 
fourths of the city have already as- 
sumed an essentially modern aspect. 
This Is especially true of the heart of 
the “cindad.” the square known as 
“Puerta del Sol," where ten streets and 
all tho tramway lines meet, and whence 
they diverge in different directions liko 
so many arteries. The imjiortance of 
this square lies in the fact that it is 
the heart of Madrid and the center of 
its traffic. Here are situated the prin- 
cipal government buildings,hotels, res- 
taurants and cafes. It is here that 
Madrilenians and oxtranjeras rendez- 
vous to gossip, and politicians congre- 
gate to discuss and settle the affairs of 
the nation. The restaurants and cafes 
are very large, but not so elegant as 
those of either Paris, Berlin, Wien or 
Roma, nor is the coffee as good, but 
the chocolate and sherbet are most 
delicious. There are no newspapers 
at the disposal of the customers 
of these different places of resort, but 
any one can buy the local sheets at the 
door, where there is generally a small 
news stand. Most of tho Spanish 1 
dailies sell at one c.5nt, but they con- 
tain very little of interest to foreign- 
ers. All classes meet in these restaur- 
, ants and cafes on equal terms. The 
peasant, the shoeblack and the scav- 
enger think they have as much claim 
to the title of Caballeros as tho poli- 
tician! the dude and the officer. In 
these places Of public resort prevails a 
curious custom, which may be an old [ 
relic of Moorish days in Spain — guests ! 
call tho attention of the waiters by | 
clapping their hands or whistling, as 
one does when calling a dog. 

But the “dons" have more than ono 
j peculiarity, and old habits that have 
taken such strong hold of the people 
that it is next to impossible to erradi- 
cate them. Indeed, it seems to mo 
that the Pyrenees are to the Spaniards 
what the great walls of China are 
to the Chinese, a bulwark behind 
which the people entrench themselves 
and resist innovations. Spain Is fully 
ono hundred years behind any other 
European country. Worse than Hus* 
si a, where the eighteenth century pro- 
longs itself, for Spain’s one hundred 
years backwardness are grafted on 
three dark centuries. Three-fourths 
of the people can neither read nor 
; write as yet, but are well satisfied so 
long as bull lights and other barbarous 
institutions are kept up. 

Generally speaking Madrilenians 
] sleep in the daytime and move about 
| at night. Indeed, the streets of the 
city are woll-nigh deserted from ten a. 

: m* till six or seven o’clock in the even- 
ing. when every one hastens to tho

mantel-piece that ever ornamented a ' 
room. This story is almost equal to 
that told of the great Napoleon, who 
was such a wretched writor that it is 
said his letters from Germany to Jose- 
phine were at first taken for roagh 
maps of the seat of war. 

It is related of tbe late Dean Stanley ' 
that, a short time before his death he 
was invited by tbe editor of one of the 
New York magazines to contribute an 
article to its pages on some timely 
topic.

His contrivance was very 
simple, and upon trial cut fourteen 
seres of grain a day. But this ma- 
chine met an untimely end. Mr. Ogle 
writes of it that ••some working people 
threatened to kill Mr. Brown, tho man 
who made it, if he persevered any fur- 
ther in it, and it hasuever been more 
tried.” The oldest known machine 
still in use was invented in 1826 by Mr. 
Bell, a Scotch minister. This reaper 
was improved in 1834. Whether Amer- 
ican inventors obtained their ideas 
from these foreign machines is a mat- 
ter of dispute. But the reajfcr has 
taken the romance out of the haying- 
field.

Hold on tho l’ubllc* 

The reasons why we do not and 
never have indorsed the phrase “He 
fell in the soup” are manifold. When 
it first came into general use it was 
harsh and grating, and now that it has 
become old. rheumatic and moss-cov- 
ered, it is positively, diobolical in its 
discordancy. “Fell in the soup” was 
primarily Intended to convey the mean- 
ing to the auditor or auditors that a 
man or a woman, or a collection of 
men and women, had in some way be- 
come downed, or more elegantly speak- 
ing. been competed through force of 
circumstances or events to acknowl- 
edge tbe corn. While this was un- 
doubtedly the object of the phrase, it 
has manifestly failed in reachlug tho 
goal of its intentions. It is not 
graphic, and that is absolutely essen- 
tial to nny real claim to the publio 
consideration. There have been so- 
called improvements suggested such 
as “he fell In the consom- 
me,” "in the mullign-tawny," and 
“stumbled into tho tureen.” but 
none of these are one iota bettor than 
the original. In som:; unaccountable 
Inanner, however, the phrase enmo 
into quite general use, but most as- 
suredly not through any real worth of 
its own. but because of the peculiar 
faucics of tho American people. Iu 
the first place it is important that a 
phase should be so constructed and 
composed as to instantly convey to tho 
uninitiated the idea intended to be ex- 
pressed. “In tho soup” fails manifest- 
ly in this regard, especially whon ad- 
dressed to an individual ignorant of 
tho idioms of speech of our country. 
How many people would understand 
by “in the soup” that a person had 
failed in his undertakiug? None, un- 
less they had previous acquaintance 
w th this combination of very uneu- 
phonious words. We are glad to note 
that this really obnoxious phase is 
gradually losing its hold on the pub- 
lic. and our slncerest hope is that “in 
tho soup” will fall so deeply into tha 
bouillon as to become tangled in tha 
vegetables and unable to clamber over 
the side of tbe tureen. — Minneapolis

Prr*on*l Frcall.rl tlr. of the Spiritual Head 
of 1 heo«o|ihr. 

Helena Potrovna Blavatsky, tbe 
spiritual head of Theosophy, and the 
author of The Secret Doctrine, is a 
Russian. She comes of a noble family 
which has, by marriage. Riven Czar- 
inas to tho Imperial House of Russia. 
She wns born in 1831 and made her 
peculiarities evident from earliest 
childhood. She was always reboiious, 
ungovernuble and imperious — intoler- 
ant of restraint nnd holding conven- 
tions in contempt. She led her gov- 
erness a life of torment and martyr- 
dom and never bowed to the yoke of 
authority even when it was held out 
by her husband — a. man of more than 
sixty at tho time of their marriage. 
After three months of insubordination, 
she abruptly left his house and in com- 
pany with a woman friend determined 
to see the other side ol tbe earth. No 
smountof pee-uaston induced her to 
change her decision or to return to her 
husband, and she forthwith set 
out on her travols. That these 
were fur and wide, and beyond 
the range and possibilities of the 
ordinary tourists, all tho world knows. 
Her womanhood fulfilled the promise 
of her girlhood. She continued to 
despise convention and hypocrisy, but 
showed always a deep appreciation of 
the beautiful and tbe spiritual, and de- 
veloped by assiduous cultivation her 
taste for mysticism and occultism. 
She is a woman of tender sympathies, 
and has, from childhood, yearned over 
the poor, the desolate aud the op- 
pressed, and with all her intolerance 
of authority and the outbursts of pas- 
sion which, of later years, have been 
less frequent, sho is naturally forgiv- 
ing and bears no malice even toward 
those she believes to bo her enemies. 
In connection with Colonel Olcott, she 
founded the Theosophieal Society of 
America in New York City in 1875. 
She lias a strong, deeply-lined face, 
with a massive chin and strange im- 
pressive eyes set beneath perfectly- 
arched brows. She wears her hair 
parted and slightly waved back from 
her forehead, which is broad and in- 
tellectual. She lives with the utmost 
simplicity, aud her Bohemianism never 
takes the form of uny sort of dissipa-
